WHEN  planting  evergreens  around  the 
house  be  very  sure  that  no  lime  or 
plaster  is  present.  Rubbish  of  this  kind, 
sometimes  used  as  filling  by  careless  con¬ 
tractors,  is  detrimental  to  evergreens. 

If  the  soil  is  extremely  poor  and  hard, 
cover  it  with  6  to  8  inches  of  granulated 
peat  moss  and  spade  this  in  thoroughly, 
turning  the  earth  over  to  a  depth  of  at 
least  18  inches.  On  better  soils  use  less 
peat  moss  but  even  in  good  soils  2  inches 
of  the  moss  worked  into  the  soil  will  be 
very  beneficial.  Peat  moss  is  described 
on  page  42

Perennials 
for  the  background  all  grow  4  to  8  feet 
tall  and  should  be  planted  2 yZ  to  3  feet 
apart.  Plant  those  for  the  middleground

low-growing  varieties. 

Perennials  suggested  for  the  foreground 
have  clean,  attractive  foliage  throughout 
the  season  as  well  as  flowers.  They  grow 
6  to  12  inches  tall  and  should  be  planted 
the  same  distance  apart. 

The  shallow  rooting  ground  covers  are 
pretty  for  broad  edgings  or  protective 
top  coverings  for  tulips,  lilies  or  roses.

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Suggestions  for  Rock  Gardens 


The  beginning  of  a  rock  garden.  Stones  and 
city  water  are  added  to  a  natural  setting. 


THE  spirit  of  the  rockery  is  essen¬ 
tially  natural.  Avoid  any  appear¬ 
ance  of  artificiality.  Large  weathered 
stones  of  irregular  shape  and  size 
should  be  placed  to  allow  a  generous 
pocket  of  good  soil  for  each  plant, 
with  proper  drainage  and  connection 
with  the  subsoil  to  prevent  drying 
out.  Careful  placing  of  the  stones  is 
essential. 


Rock  work  is  a  pleasing  and  effective  treatment  for  sloping  ground. 


WHEREVER  there  is  a  steep  slope,  or  change  of  level 
in  garden  or  path,  there  is  an  opportunity  for  rock 
gardening.  Wherever  a  rocky  ledge  crops  out  on  the  surface 
and  the  surrounding  soil  is  too  shallow  for  shrubbery  or  grass, 
there  also  rock  work  forms  a  fitting  treatment.  Many  an 
eyesore,  an  old  dump,  rubbish  heap  or  rock  pile  is  easily 
transformed  into  a  spot  of  great  beauty.  Even  poorly  drained, 
shady  corners  on  the  north  side  of  buildings  make  good 
rockeries. 

The  illustrations  show  how  natural  elevations  are  made 
attractive  by  the  use  of  rocks,  suitable  plants,  and  water.

c Planting  of  rRgses 

Plenty  of  sunlight,  good  drainage 
and  rich  soil  are  the  major  considera¬ 
tions  in  making  a  rose  garden.  With¬ 
out  these,  even  the  best  plants  will  not 
thrive. 

Roses  are  best  planted  by  themselves 
in  narrow  beds  three  or  four  feet  wide 
with  walks  between  to  permit  easy  care 
and  cutting.  The  bed  should  be 
thoroughly  dug  to  a  depth  of  two  feet, 
suitable  drainage  provided  if  necessary, 
and  then  filled  with  a  rich  compost — 
one-third  good  garden  loam,  one-third 
clay,  and  one-third  well-rotted  manure. 

Hybrid  Teas  should  be  planted  1  pi 
to  2  feet  apart  and  the  bushier  Hybrid 
Perpetuals  2^  to  3  feet  apart.  They 
should  be  set  deep  enough  so  that  the 
graft  or  joint  is  buried  about  three 
inches  beneath  the  surface  of  the  soil, 
otherwise  the  root  stock  may  sucker 
and  crowd  out  the  choicer  grafted  rose.

Care  of  <rR^ses 

The  best  fertilizer  for  roses  is  Bone 
Meal.  Mix  a  handful  in  the  soil 
around  each  plant  once  or  twice  during 
the  year.  (See  page  42.) 

Suckers  which  are  easily  recognized 
by  their  different  color  and  texture 
and  their  larger  number  of  leaflets — 
seven  instead  of  the  usual  five — should 
be  cut  off. 

Much  trouble  from  common  rose 
pests  and  diseases  can  be  avoided  by 
planting  only  strong,  tested  varieties 
and  by  keeping  the  plants  always  in  a 
healthy  condition.  For  aphis,  use 
Black  Leaf  40;  for  preventing  mildew 
and  black  spot,  use  Bordeaux  Mixture 
orFungtrogen.  (Seepage48.)  Arsenate 
of  Lead  helps  to  destroy  rose  bugs,  but 
hand-picking  is  the  only  sure  method  of 
control. 

In  winter,  roses,  especially  the 
Hybrid  Teas,  should  be  protected  by 
hilling  up  the  earth  around  each  plant, 
covering  4  to  6  buds  on  the  lower 
branches.  Prune  to  3  or  4  buds  each  year. 
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A  TALL,  rich  border  of  restful  green  throughout  the  year  is  possible 
with  evergreens.  They  make  an  ideal  background  for  a  warm, 
sunny  corner,  where  one  may  sit  in  late  fall  or  early  spring.  An  effective 
screen  from  neighboring  properties. 


GREEN  shrubbery  makes  a  lovely  thick-foliaged  border  offering  plenty 
of  color  at  different  seasons  with  a  minimum  of  care.  Easy  to  establish 
and  maintain.

Screens  and  Windbreaks  for  Utility  and  Beauty 


THOUGH  serving  a  utilitarian  purpose 
Screens  and  Windbreaks  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  part  of  the  landscape  picture. 
Evergreens  in  the  larger  sizes  are  best  to  use 
because  of  their  year-round  service,  though 
poplars  and  other  fast-growing  hardwoods  may 
be  mingled  with  them  for  quick  effect. 


FOR  temporary  uses,  as  about  a  summer 
cottage,  the  larger  shrubs  and  even  vines 
often  serve  the  purpose  well  and  economically. 
Windbreaks,  even  more  than  screens,  to  be  of 
all-year  service,  should  be  composed  solely  of 
evergreens,  and  will  soon  become  of  great 
economic  value. 


WINDBREAKS  mean  quicker  and  bet¬ 
ter  crops  from  field  or  garden,  healthier; 
livestock  and  more  milk  for  the  dairy  farmer, 
and  a  saving  of  coal  to  the  greenhouse 
keeper.

How  Little-Tree  Plants  are  Grown,  Graded,  and  Packed 


FEW  realize  the  years  of  patient 
effort  and  watchful  care  necessary 
to  produce  specimen  plants,  particu¬ 
larly  evergreens. 

Take  Thuja  Occidentalis  (American 
Arborvitae)  for  example.  First  come 
the  tiny  seeds  (see  above)  collected  by 
hand  in  their  northern  wilderness. 
They  are  planted  by  the  hundred 
thousand  in  seed  beds  (such  as  are 
shown  at  the  foot  of  the  page)  to 
germinate.  A  year  later  un¬ 
der  the  combined  influence 
of  sun,  rain,  and  winter  frosts 
they  poke  their  heads  above 
the  soil  in  a  myriad  of  little 
seedlings. 

Now  comes  the  struggle  for 
existence.  For  two  years 
these  thread-like  plants  must 
be  constantly  watered  and 
weeded  by  hand,  their  tender  tops 
protected  from  excessive  sunlight  by 
miles  of  screens,  before  they  reach  the 
dignity  of  the  commercial  seedlings 
marked  S  at  the  right. 

They  are  then  transplanted  to  fresh 
soil  and  given  room  to  develop.  At 
the  same  time  both  tops  and  roots  are 
thoroughly  pruned  to  force  a  heavier 
and  more  compact  growth  in  their  new 
environment.  At  the  end  of  another 


two  years  they  are  termed  "Once 
Transplanted"  stock,  theT  grade  plant 
shown  below. 


Again  pruned  and  transplanted  to 
new  soil,  the  T  grade  class  is  given 
two  more  years  of  cultivation  and 
development  before  it  is  considered 
ready  to  pass  into  the  TT  grade  or 
"Twice  Transplanted"  class  shown  in 
the  illustration  at  right. 


Once  more  the  transplanting  and 
pruning  process  is  repeated  and,  after 
two  years,  the  evergreen  is  ready 
for  graduation 
as  TTT  grade 
pl.an't,  well 
formed  above, 
big  rooted  and 
vigorous  below — 
a  product  to  be 
proud  of. 


NO  less  inter¬ 
esting,  if  less 
lengthy,  are  the 
varied  methods  of 
procedure  in  the 
propagation  and 
cultivation  of 


many  shrubs  and  perennials  with 
the  infinite  possibilities  of  hybridizing 
new  varieties  from  the  old — truly  an 
absorbing  occupation. 


PACKING — TT  grade  evergreens 
are  packed  for  shipment  with  their 
roots  packed  in  damp  moss  or  other 
suitable  material  and  wrapped  in 
heavy  paper.  The  TTT  grade  plant  is 
shipped  B&B  ("Balled  and  Bur- 
lapped"),  its  fibrous  roots  in  a  ball  of 
native  loam  wrapped  in  burlap  and 
securely  tied 
with  heavy 
twine.  This 
is  also  the  pro¬ 
cedure  in  the 
case  of  many 
evergreen 
shrubs.  This 
method  not 
only  insures 
its  delivery 
in  good  condi¬ 
tion  but  gives 
the  plant  the 
right  start  in 
its  new  environ¬ 
ment. 


It  is  often  necessary  to  pack  large  shade 
trees  and  flowering  shrubs  in  bales  of 
straw  to  protect  their  tender  bark  in 
transit. 

Perennials,  roses,  etc.,  may  be  safely 
entrusted  to  cardboard  containers  with 
roots  packed  in  damp  moss.  All  pack¬ 
ing  and  crating  necessary  is  included  in 
the  prices  quoted  except  in  the  case  of 
a  few  large  sizes  of  Red  and  White 
Pine.

( Pseudotsuga  douglasi ) 

THIS  evergreen,  also  known  as 
Douglas  Spruce,  is  really  a  genus 
or  family  of  its  own,  though  it  resembles 
both  the  Firs  and  Spruces  in  its  pyra¬ 
midal  form  and  short  needles.

RED  CEDAR 

( Juniperus  virginiana) 

THIS  tall,  narrow  juniper  is  a  pic¬ 
turesque  feature  of  the  whole 
New  England  countryside.  Its  slender 
spires  climb  over  rocky  hillsides  or 
cluster  in  open  pastures,  in  perfect 
harmony  with  the  landscape. 

Indifferent  alike  to  wet  ground  and 
dry,  barren  soil,  to  the  biting  winds  of 
winter  and  burning  summer  heat,  it 
is  vigorous  and  hardy  in  any  sunny 
location.  The  foliage  is  fine  and 
scale-like,  frequently  varying  in  color 
and  texture.  Some  branches  are  soft 
and  feathery,  of  a  dark  olive  green, 
while  others  are  harsh,  prickly,  and  of  a 
brighter  color.  Small  light-blue  ber¬ 
ries  frequently  appear  in  great  pro¬ 
fusion  and  are  very  attractive  to  the 
winter  birds. 

The  form  varies  from  a  narrow,  even 
column  to  a  bushy,  tapering  pyramid 
like  that  of  the  Arborvitae.  No 
other  tree  native  to  this  country  so 
nearly  approaches  the  Cypress  of 
southern  Europe  in  classic  form. 
This  characteristic  has  long  endeared 
it  to  lovers  of  beauty  in  our  country. 
The  rugged,  stately  outline  is  seen  to 
best  advantage  silhouetted  against  the 
sky,  measuring  the  height  of  a  tall 
building,  or  accenting  the  different  lev¬ 
els  of  slope  and  terrace.  Associated  in 
nature  with  sloping  rather  than  level 
ground  it  can  be  delightfully  grouped 
wherever  this  occurs  with  the  low 
growing  Ground  Juniper. 

RED  CEDARS  are  ideally  suited  to 
a  great  variety  of  formal  uses.  The 
fine  height  gives  depth  and  grandeur 
to  a  broad  vista  and  enriches  the  flat¬ 
ness  of  formal  beds,  and  low  planting. 
They  are  superbly  used  as  formal 
accents  to  emphasize  the  balance  and 
symmetry  of  garden  design,  to  mark 
the  approach  to  building  or  drive 
entrance  and  to  frame  formal  views. 

The  Red  Cedars  are  very  desirable 
for  potting  as  they  are  dense,  tall,  and 
narrow.  In  a  long  row  along  path  or 
drive  they  give  a  pleasing,  even  rhythm 
of  light  and  shadow  such  as  is  possible 
with  few  other  evergreens.  They  can 
be  used  readily  in  a  small  garden  or 
for  the  tall  accents  about  the  house  as 
the  branches  do  not  have  a  wide 
spread  or  cut  off  the  sunlight  from 
other  plants  around  them.  Further¬ 
more  they  are  easily  trimmed  to  form 
narrower,  denser  foliaged  trees.

{Juniperus  excels  a  stricta) 

A  SPLENDID  and  remarkably  in¬ 
teresting  juniper  of  medium  height 
for  formalistic  planting.

CANADA  HEMLOCK 


( Tsuga  canadensis) 

THE  Canada  or  American  Hemlock 
is  an  evergreen  tree  of  rare  charm, 
- — a  native  of  our  northern  woods.  Its 
richly  toned,  gently  drooping,  dark  foli¬ 
age  is  invaluable  in  landscape  planting 
of  all  types,  ranging  from  potted  speci¬ 
mens  decorating  steps  or  terraces  to 
forest  planting  in  cold  or  damp  gorges.

A  well-grown  hem¬ 
lock  hedge  is  a  source  of  lasting  satis¬ 
faction  and  is  exceedingly  beautiful. 


A  WONDERFULLY  graceful  ever¬ 
green  is  this  "lady  of  our  woods," 
growing  into  a  tall,  irregular  pyramid 
with  wide-spreading  drooping  branches. 
The  color  is  a  deep  full  green  and 
the  needles — short  and  blunt — carried 
horizontally  on  slender  branches,  give 
the  foliage  a  lightness  and  charm  pecu¬ 
liar  to  this  species. 

Miniature  cones  half  an  inch  long 
adorn  the  tree  in  winter,  and  graceful 
sprays  are  much  desired  for  wreaths 
and  winter  decoration. 

It  thrives  in  semi-shaded  conditions, 
on  northerly  slopes,  and  prefers  damp 
rich  soil  and  partial  shelter  from  the 
high  winds  and  hot  suns  of  midwinter.

Here  you 
will  find  every  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  convenience 
of  our  customers. 


Read  carefully  and  save  money,  effort  and  time.  If  you  carry  out  these 
instructions  your  plants  should  grow  and  be  a  source  of  lasting  pleasure. 


Planting  is  a  very  simple  operation,  but 
the  way  you  carry  out  the  fundamentals 
means  success  or  failure.  Remember  that 
all  plants  are  living  organisms.  They  need 
air,  food  and  water.  They  receive  their  food 
and  strength  from  the  ground  through  their 
roots — the  most  delicate  part  of  the  plants. 
Be  sure  the  roots  are  not  damaged,  or  your 
plant  is  as  good  as  dead  before  you  start. 
Drying  out  of  the  roots  is  the  thing  to  avoid. 
Little-Tree  Farms  digs  a  ball  of  earth  with 
its  larger  evergreens  to  prevent  drying  out. 
The  roots  on  smaller  plants  are  much  easier 
to  protect,  so  are  dug  bare  and  shipped  safely 
with  their  roots  carefully  covered  with  damp 
moss  or  other  suitable  material. 

Little-Tree  Farms  stock  is  properly  packed 
for  shipment  by  the  most  approved  methods 
gained  by  many  years  of  experience.  Stock 
leaves  us  freshly  dug  and  properly  packed. 
Your  plants  should  reach  you  in  excellent 
condition. 

After  you  have  received  good  nursery  stock 
there  are  three  very  important  things  that 
must  be  done  to  make  your  planting  a 
success : 

1.  Proper  soil  preparation.  2.  Correct  plac¬ 
ing  of  plants  in  the  soil.  3.  After  care : 
Pruning,  mulching,  fertilizing,  watering,  etc. 

These  three  points  will  be  discussed  for 
various  types  of  plants  in  the  instructions 
below. 

EVERGREENS 

Soil  Preparation.  Evergreens  as  a  whole 
prefer  a  sandy  loam  rich  in  humus  (decayed 
vegetable  matter)  and  porous  enough  to  per¬ 
mit  good  drainage.  Clay  or  heavy  soils  should 
be  lightened  by  mixing  in  Peat  Moss  or  sand 
and  well-rotted  manure  containing  a  good  deal 
of  straw.  Extremely  sandy  soils  may  be  im¬ 
proved  by  adding  some  Peat  Moss,  clay  or 
heavy  loam  and  well-rotted  manure.  Wher¬ 
ever  it  is  possible,  prepare  the  soil,  but  if 
this  can’t  be  done,  select  the  plant  that  will 
grow  best  under  your  conditions. 

If  the  plants  are  to  be  arranged  in  groups, 
as  they  often  are  around  the  foundation  of  a 
house,  and  the  soil  is  fairly  good,  it  is  well  to 
prepare  the  entire  area  to  be  planted.  This 
is  done  by  digging  to  a  depth  of  18  inches  or 
more  and  thoroughly  turning  over  the  soil, 
removing  roots,  stones,  and  other  objection¬ 
able  matter.  Very  frequently  we  find  that 
contractors  use  rubbish  of  all  kinds  for  filling 
around  the  foundations  of  new  houses.  This 
rubbish,  and  especially  plaster,  is  harmful  to 
the  plants  and  must  be  removed.  If  a  soil  is 
poor  it  is  a  wise  investment  to  remove  it  and 
have  good  soil  hauled  in.  Your  plants  will 
then  have  not  only  a  much  better  chance  to 
live,  but  will  have  food  for  years  to  come.  A 
healthy  plant  is  a  joy,  but  a  sickly  plant  is 
worse  than  none. 

If  it  is  difficult  for  you  to  get  well-rotted 
stable  manure,  sheep  manure  and  Peat  Moss, 
which  we  can  supply  at  reasonable  prices,  are 
good  substitutes.  Use  about  one-half  pound 
of  sheep  manure  for  each  square  foot,  and  dig 
in  plenty  of  Peat  Moss.  Never  use  fresh  ma¬ 
nure,  lime  or  chemical  fertilizer. 

Little-Tree  Farms  quality  Evergreens  are 
usually  shipped  “B  &  B”  (roots  in  ball  of  bur¬ 
lap-tied  earth). 


Unpack  Promptly  upon  arrival.  If  balls 
of  earth  appear  somewhat  dry,  stand  the 
plants  close  together  and  water  until  balls 
have  become  thoroughly  wet  (figure  1).  If 
planting  cannot  be  done  within  a  few  hours, 
dig  a  trench,  in  which  place  the  ball  of  earth 
with  burlap  and  cover  over  with  several  inches 
of  soil  to  exclude  the  air  (figure  2).  Soak  the 
trench  thoroughly  afterward.  Plants  can  be 
held  a  week  or  more  this  way  if  placed  where 
it  is  cool  and  away  from  sun  and  drying 
winds.  If  the  plants  are  bare  rooted,  dip  the 
roots  in  a  thick  paste  of  mud  and  water  and 
plant  temporarily  (called  heeling-in)  by  plac¬ 
ing  them  closely  together  at  an  angle,  their 
roots  in  a  trench,  and  cover  these  with  soil  to 
exclude  the  air.  Water  thoroughly. 

To  Plant  “B  &  B”  Evergreens,  dig  a 
hole  2  or  3  times  the  size  of  the  ball  of  earth. 
Refill  the  hole  with  good  loam  until  it  is  just 
large  enough  to  take  the  ball.  Place  the  bur- 
lapped  ball  in  the  hole,  cut  the  strings  and 
carefully  remove  the  burlap  preserving  the 
ball.  Shovel  in  some  good  loam  and  pack  firm¬ 
ly  around  the  ball  with  a  tamper,  or  your  foot.

Do  this  several  times,  until  the  hole  is  two- 
thirds  full.  Then  fill  the  hole  with  water, 
allowing  it  to  settle.  Refill  several  times. 
Now  fill  the  hole  with  soil,  leaving  it  saucer¬ 
shaped  so  that  the  water  will  collect  around 
the  plant  and  not  run  away.  Plant  about  one 
inch  deeper  than  when  in  nursery,  as  shown 
by  earth  mark  on  the  stem. 

If  evergreens  are  large  and  there  is  danger 
that  they  may  move  in  the  wind,  they  should 
be  braced  with  guy  wires  or  supported  by 
driving  in  a  stout  stake  along  the  side  of  the 
stem,  and  tying  the  two  together,  using  old 
hose  or  leather  straps  under  each  string  to 
prevent  chafing. 

Bare  Rooted  Plants  are  planted  the  same 
as  above,  except  that  the  roots  are  to  be 
spread  out  and  downwards  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible. 


After  Care.  IFater  the  ground  thoroughly 
so  that  the  water  reaches  the  bottom  roots. 
Merely  sprinkling  the  foliage  or  soil  is  worse 
than  no  water  at  all.  Thorough  watering  twice 
a  week  is  usually  sufficient,  but  this  depends 
on  weather  and  other  conditions.  After  water¬ 
ing,  stir  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  one  inch,  as 
this  preserves  the  moisture. 

In  late  fall  it  is  well  to  cover  the  ground 
around  the  plants  with  a  mulch  of  two  or 
three  inches  of  well-rotted  stable  manure  or 
Peat  Moss  or,  if  these  are  not  available,  leaves 
or  straw.  Sheep  manure  as  a  fertilizer  may  be 
used  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  for  each  five 
square  feet.  The  manure  should  be  allowed 
to  remain  over  the  winter,  and  worked  into 
the  soil  in  the  spring. 

Where  it  is  desired  to  keep  plants  small  it 
is  necessary  to  “root  prune.”  This  is  done 
by  pushing  a  spade  the  entire  depth  of  the 
blade  into  the  soil  in  a  circle  around  the 
plant.  The  size  of  this  circle  should  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  spread  of  the  branches.  The 
foliage  of  the  finer  foliaged  plants  should  be 
sheared  and  the  coarser  foliaged  plants,  such 
as  Pines  and  Spruces,  pruned  with  a  knife. 
This  root  pruning  with  the  shearing  makes  it 
possible  to  keep  plants  low  and  compact  for 
a  long  time.  The  best  time  to  shear  or  prune 
is  in  June,  but  it  may  be  done  at  any  time. 

POTTED  EVERGREENS 

Evergreens  in  pots,  tubs,  vases  and  window 
boxes  are  used  extensively  in  vestibules,  at 
the  doorstep,  in  the  garden,  along  the  porch 
railing,  under  windows;  in  brief,  wherever 
special  decorations  are  wanted  either  inside 
or  outside  the  house.  In  caring  for  them  it 
must  be  remembered  that  it  is  essential  that 
they  have  proper  food,  light,  air,  exposure 
and  moisture.  Plant  in  well-drained  con¬ 
tainers,  as  large  as  possible,  using  rich  garden 
loam.  Give  them  plenty  of  sunlight  and  clean 
fresh  air,  but  avoid  overheated  rooms  or  ex¬ 
posure  to  drying  winds.  They  should  at  all 
times  have  plenty  of  moisture,  though  ex¬ 
cessive  moisture,  which  causes  “waterlogging” 
of  the  roots,  is  just  as  harmful  as  excessive 
dryness. 

When  Potted  Evergreens  are  used  for  winter 
decoration,  certain  precautions  must  be  taken 
to  enable  the  plants  to  come  through  the  try¬ 
ing  winter  weather  in  the  best  condition  pos¬ 
sible.  Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  on  the 
fact  that  the  plants  must  enter  the  winter  with 
as  much  moisture  as  the  roots  can  hold,  though 
water  must  not  be  allowed  to  collect  and 
freeze  in  terra  cotta  or  artificial  stone  vases 
or  pots,  as  this  may  crack  the  container.  The 
simplest  way  to  guard  against  this  freezing 
and  cracking  is  to  fill  the  container  entirely 
full  with  earth  late  in  the  season  so  that  rain 
water  cannot  collect.  In  the  spring  the  super¬ 
fluous  earth  should  be  removed  so  that  the 
plant  may  be  watered  properly.  So  far  as 
possible  keep  the  evergreens  in  sheltered 
places  where  they  do  not  get  the  reflected 
mid-day  heat  from  brick,  cement  or  stone  and 
where  they  are  away  from  the  windswept  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  building.  This  is  particularly 
necessary  in  late  February,  March  and  April 
before  the  soil  in  the  container  thaws  out. 


Freezing  does  not  harm  the  roots  of  ever¬ 
greens,  but  great  damage  is  done  when  the 
warm  sunsirne  and  drying  winds  of  early 
spring  cause  too  rapid  evaporation  of  mois¬ 
ture  from  the  leaves  before  the  roots  have  a 
chance  to  thaw  out  and  provide  a  fresh  sup¬ 
ply. 

When  Potted  Evergreens  are  used  for  sum¬ 
mer  decoration  they  should,  if  possible,  be 
removed  from  the  container  not  later  than 
October  and  planted  in  the  ground.  Here 
again  care  should  be  taken  that  the  plants 
enter  the  winter  with  sufficient  moisture  in 
the  roots  and,  in  addition,  a  mulching  of 
leaves,  straw  or  peat  moss  (see  page  42  of 
Catalog  for  Granulated  Peat  Moss)  should  be 
placed  on  the  ground  around  the  plant.  In 
the  Spring  the  plants  may  again  be  lifted  and 
planted  with  fresh  soil  in  their  containers. 

Like  potted  plants  from  the  Florist,  Potted 
Evergreens  should  be  considered  as  more  or 
less  temporary  decorations.  Even  under  the 
best  conditions  they  are  often  not  as  thrifty 
as  when  planted  in  the  ground,  but  if  the 
right  care  and  attention  are  given  they  are 
extremely  decorative  and  a  source  of  pleasure 
for  many  seasons. 

SHADE  AND  FLOWERING 
TREES  AND  SHRUBS 

Soil  Preparation.  Same  as  for  Ever¬ 
greens. 

Unpack  promptly,  and  if  not  possible  to 
plant  immediately,  “heel-in”  by  placing  the 
trees  closely  together,  roots  in  a  trench,  and 
covering  over  the  roots  to  exclude  the  air. 
This  “heeling-in”  should  be  done  in  a  cool 
place  out  of  sun  and  drying  winds.  Water 
thoroughly. 

Planting.  Dig  a  hole  2  or  3  times  the  size 
of  the  spread  of  the  roots  and  refill  with  sev¬ 
eral  inches  of  loose  soil,  making  a  cone-shape 
mound,  so  that  when  the  tree  or  shrub  is  put 
on  top  of  it,  the  roots  will  have  a  tendency 
to  run  down  the  side.  Then  cover  the  roots 
with  several  inches  of  soil,  packing  firmly  with 
a  tamper,  or  foot.  Fill  hole  two-thirds  full. 
Fill  hole  several  times  with  water,  letting  it 
settle  each  time.  Now  fill  the  remaining  cavi¬ 
ty  with  soil  so  that  the  hole  is  somewhat 
saucer  shaped;  water  will  have  the  tendency 
to  collect  around  the  plant  and  not  run  away. 

If  trees  are  large  and  are  likely  to  move  in 
wind,  they  should  be  braced  with  guy  wires 
or  supported  by  driving  in  a  stout  stake  along 
side  of  the  stem,  and  the  two  tied  with  old 
hose  or  leather  strap  to  prevent  chafing.  The 
tops  of  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs  should  be 
pruned  after  planting.  This  means  cutting 
out  interfering  branches  and  about  one-third 
of  the  previous  year’s  growth.  Plant  about 
one  inch  deeper  than  when  in  nursery. 

FOREST  PLANTING 

In  planting  large  quantities  of  young  trees, 
it  is  impractical  to  prepare  the  soil  or  to 
water  them  afterwards.  One  must  depend  on 
planting  in  moist  soils  at  a  suitable  season 
and  on  the  vigor  of  the  plant  and  suitability 
of  conditions.  Little  Tree  Farms  plants  have 
great  vitality  and  splendid  roots  and  such  are 
most  sure  to  take  care  of  themselves  after 
proper  planting. 

ROSES 

Soil  Preparation  for  roses  is  a  very  im¬ 
portant  and  necessary  factor  in  their  success. 
Prepare  the  bed  by  digging  to  a  depth  of  2 
feet  or  more.  If  the  soil  is  good,  just  work 


into  it  about  one-third  its  bulk  of  well-rotted 
manure  (cow  manure  is  preferred,  though 
horse  manure  is  nearly  as  good).  Have  soil 
and  manure  thoroughly  mixed.  Roses  prefer 
a  moderately  heavy  soil,  though  a  light  one 
will  suffice  if  properly  enriched  each  spring. 

Roses  require  much  moisture  but  will  not 
stand  “wet  feet,”  or  standing  water.  If  water 
does  not  drain  through  the  soil  readily,  some 
means  of  drainage  is  necessary. 

Unpack  Promptly.  Upon  arrival  take  the 
rose  plants  out  of  the  boxes  and  “heel-in,” 
placing  the  plants  closely  together  in  a  slant¬ 
ing  position  in  a  trench  and  cover  over  roots 
well  with  soil  to  exclude  air.  Water  thorough¬ 
ly.  Take  out  but  a  few  plants  at  a  time. 

When  planting,  be  sure  the  roots  do  not 
become  dry.  Be  sure  that  the  roots  are  well 
spread  out  and  the  soil  is  firmly  packed 
around  each  plant  to  exclude  the  air. 

All  grafted  roses  should  be  planted  low 
enough  so  that  the  joint  between  the  root 
stock  and  top  is  three  inches  below  the  soil 
surface.  This  is  very  important.  Water 
thoroughly. 

Plant  Hybrid  Perpetuals,  2%  to  3  feet 
apart;  Hybrid  Teas,  1%  to  2  feet  apart; 
Ramblers,  5  to  6  feet;  Rugosa  Roses  for 
hedge,  1%  feet;  Wild  Roses,  2  feet  apart. 

After  Care.  During  the  growing  season 
keep  a  good  mulch  by  stirring  the  top  soil 
to  a  depth  of  an  inch  or  so,  and  in  dry 
weather  water  so  that  the  bottom  roots  are 
reached. 

If  plants  become  infected  with  lice  or 
aphis,  spray  with  Black  Leaf  Forty.  See  page 
48  Catalog  and  Year  Book.  Instructions  for 
use  come  with  each  package. 

Protect  Hybrid  Perpetuals  and  Hybrid  Teas 
during  the  winter  by  heaping  up  soil  around 
them  so  4  to  5  buds  on  each  of  the  stems  are 
buried. 

Tops  should  be  pruned  back  so  that  only 
3  to  4  strong  branches  remain  and  only  4  to  6 
buds  on  each  branch. 

PERENNIALS 

Soil  Preparation.  Select  a  rich  somewhat 
moist  soil,  in  good  light.  Prepare  the  bed  by 
digging  to  a  depth  of  18  inches,  working  in  a 
liberal  quantity  of  well-rotted  manure  and 
coarse  bone  meal.  Arrange  the  plants  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  heights  and  color  combina¬ 
tions.  Plant  enough  kinds  to  provide  continu¬ 
ous  bloom  from  spring  to  fall.  Avoid  too 
striking  color  contrasts.  Do  not,  as  a  rule, 
set  plants  singly,  but  rather  three  to  five  or 
more  of  a  kind  together.  A  much  richer 
effect  is  gained  this  way  and  a  longer  season 
of  bloom. 

Planting.  The  average  distance  between 
plants  is  usually  about  a  foot.  The  plants 
which  grow  three  feet  or  more  are  put  farther 
apart  and  the  very  low  growing  plants  closer 
together.  Spring  and  fall  are  good  planting 
seasons.  April  and  May,  September  and  Octo¬ 
ber  are  the  best  months. 

After  Care.  Keep  plants  well  mulched 
and  watered  during  the  summer.  In  the  win¬ 
ter  it  is  well  to  cover  the  beds  with  about  two 
inches  of  coarse  straw.  This  is  put  on  after 
the  ground  has  frozen  and  prevents  the  alter¬ 
nate  freezing  and  thawing  which  is  detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  plants.  Fertilize  the  beds  each 
spring  by  working  well-rotted  manure  or 
sheep  manure  and  bone  meal  into  the  surface 
soil. 


PEONIES 

Soil  Preparation.  To  secure  the  best  and 
biggest  blooms  from  your  Peonies  the  soil 
should  be  well  prepared  in  advance  of  plant¬ 
ing.  Any  good  soil  will  do  if  the  bed  is  well 
drained  and  dug  to  a  depth  of  18  inches  and 
five  or  six  inches  of  well-rotted  cow  manure 
put  on  the  bottom.  This  manure  should  be 
covered  with  four  inches  of  soil  to  prevent 
direct  contact  of  the  manure  and  roots.  Mix 
about  10  per  cent  of  well-rotted  manure  or 
leaf  mould  with  the  rest  of  the  soil  and  plant 
the  Peonies. 

Planting.  Peonies  are  best  planted  in 
early  spring  or  during  September  and  Octo¬ 
ber. 

Plant  the  “roots”  about  three  inches  under 
the  surface  and  2  to  3  feet  apart.  This  gives 
them  room  to  develop.  Peonies  are  extremely 
hardy  and  need  no  protection  after  the  first 
winter. 

After  Care.  When  the  ground  becomes 
workable  in  the  spring  dig  the  soil  around 
the  plants  to  a  depth  of  an  inch  or  two  and 
work  in  some  well-rotted  manure  or  bone 
meal,  taking  care  to  keep  the  fertilizer  away 
from  the  crown.  Peonies  like  a  lot  of  moist¬ 
ure  and  after  the  buds  have  formed  an  appli¬ 
cation  of  liquid  manure  once  a  week  will  pro¬ 
duce  larger  and  more  brilliant  blossoms.  To 
get  large  flowers  pick  off  the  lateral  buds  and 
thus  throw  the  strength  into  the  top  buds. 

GLADIOLI 

SoU  Preparation.  “Glads,”  like  most 
plants,  respond  best  to  a  good  loam  soil  with 
plenty  of  nourishment.  You  will  be  amply 
repaid  in  blossoms  if  you  feed  your  plants. 

Planting.  Plant  bulbs  four  inches  deep 
in  heavy  soil  and  five  to  six  inches  deep  in 
lighter  soils.  Thoroughly  pulverize  the  soil, 
working  in  well-rotted  stable  manure.  A 
little  fertilizer  or  bone  meal  is  also  helpful. 

To  secure  a  succession  of  bloom  plant  a 
new  lot  of  bulbs  every  ten  days  from  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  April  till  the  end  of  June. 

After  Care.  In  fall  when  stems  have 
turned  brown  dig  and  store  away  in  a  cool 
place  for  six  weeks.  At  this  time  tops  should 
be  cut  off  and  the  bulbs  stored  in  a  cool  place, 
away  from  frost  and  drying  heat,  until  spring. 

ANNUALS 

Soil  Preparation.  It  is  desirable  that  beds 
be  renewed  each  fall  by  spading  to  a  depth 
of  18  inches  and  working  in  well-rotted  barn¬ 
yard  manure.  In  the  spring  prepare  the  soil 
by  working  in  a  half  pound  of  sheep  manure 
to  each  square  foot  and  bone  meal  at  the  rate 
of  1  pound  to  20  square  feet. 

Planting.  Plant  annual  seeds  after  danger 
of  frost  has  passed.  Sow  fine  seeds  on  top  of 
soil.  Larger  seeds  should  be  covered  to  a 
depth  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  seed. 
Sweet  Peas  are  planted  about  2  inches  deep 
and  Zinnias  about  %  inch  deep.  Press  earth 
down  firmly  with  a  board  or  the  palm  of  the 
hand.  Sprinkle  beds  thoroughly  with  a  fine 
spray. 

To  secure  early  flowers,  seeds  may  be 
planted  indoors  in  shallow  boxes  and  trans¬ 
planted  to  the  garden  after  the  danger  of 
frost  has  passed. 

After  Care.  When  plants  are  2  to  3  inches 
high,  thin  out  to  provide  growing  space  for 
those  that  remain.
